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-- When the US G says that ah Arhb*Israeli settlement mute t take 
"Palestinian interests” into account, it has two points in mind: 
First, thete has to be a far-reaching solution of the refine e 
problem, and the US is prepared to participate actively itftfa; . 
majhh, prdgram to help these people re-establish normal lives. 
Second, it is. apparent that some Pal e s ti rii aha ’jhave an interest 
in political self-expression of some-kind. 


-- A peaceful settlement of the Arab-Israeli problem must take 
info account the reasonable ihterests of all the people in the area 
including both the people in existing states and the Palestinians. 
The US objective is to help achieve peaceful coexi stenc e among 
all the peoples in the area over time because we believe that is 
the best way to assure their well-being and happiness. 

-- Exactly how Palestinian interests reach an accommodation 
with those of others in the area is best decided by negotiation. 

If the Palestinians are prepared to participate in a settlement 
by negotiation, the US would be pleased to hear thei^ideas. 

The objective of overthrowing existing governments'' by forpe, 
however, does not seem, to be the most promising way. 
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
